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“ACRES FOR SCICON” DRIVE EIGHT CANDIDATES RUNNING FOR TWO SEATS 


IS SEEKING FINAL $96,000 


VISALIA — Final phase of 
the Acrés’ For Scicon 
county-wide drive will get under 
way the first week of April with 
activities geared to raise $96,000 
to meet the last payment. for 
1,000 acres due on December |. 

The drive officially got under 
way 18 months ago, and two 
payments amounting to 
$174,000 have been made to the 
Southern California land 
company owning 17,000 acres 
adjacent to the Clemmie Gill 
School For Science and 
Conservation (SCICON), located 
eight miles above Springville in 
the Bear Creek valley. 

H.D. Lovik, superintendent 
of the Visalia Unified School 
district, and Jim Conrad, 
Woodlake rancher and former 
Tulare County Board of 
Education trustee, are serving as 
co-chairmen for the 1,000-acre 
drive. 

Lovik said there were many 
people who thought the first 
payment to the land company 
would not be met, but through 
“tremendous cooperation and 
team work, not only have we 
met the first two payments, we 
are beginning this final drive 
with a substantial amount 
already donated.” 

Slightly over $101,000 was 
needed last December | and the 
drive was entering its last week’s 
activity $20,000 short of the 
amount. Rallies in Dinuba, 
Lindsay and Porterville brought 
the donations to over $106,000 
and payment number two was 
made on schedule. To date, 
almost $18,000 in cash is on 
hand and another $19,000 has 
been pledged. 

Lovik said most donations 
have come from PTA’s, schools’ 
student bodies, service and 
fraternal organizations, several 


garden clubs, and_ individuals 
who know the importance of 
Scicon. as an environmental 
education school. He said that 
numerous deceased loved ones 
have been memorialized through 
donations by their families. 

The contribution for one acre 
is $250. Donations may be given 
to local school principal or sent 
to Acres For Scicon, P.O. Box 
3614, Visalia 93277. All 
donations are tax deductible.

The emotionally charged 
issue of collective bargaining 
by public employees may fin- 
ally gain legislative approval 
in some form this year. 

Largely proposals. for pub- 
lic employee collective bar- 
gaining are opposed by tax- 
payer and business groups 
and supported by labor and 
public employee organiza- 
tions. 

Sacramento observers 
speculate that passage of a 
bill is much more likely in this 
legislature than before. In 
years past the issue has. been 
hotly debated, but the out- 
come was seldom in doubt. In 
recent years, however, public 
employee groups have been 
developing considerably 
more political clout than in 
times past and have been pur- 
suing their goal of collective 
bargaining rights with far 
more vigor. 

While hearings on propos- 
als to grant collective bar- 
gaining rights for public em- 

ployees are just underway 
emotion is at a high pitch and 
undoubtedly will get higher 
as tempers get shorter. 

Arguments advanced by 
public employees in behalf of 
collective bargaining run 
largely to. the point that em- 


ployers — governmental 
units — won’t bargain in 
good faith over wages and 
working conditions. The con- 
tention is that some form of 
collective bargaining insuring 
good faith negotiation is es- 
sential to the public welfare. 

Opponents contend that 
the present system of bargain- 
ing is adequate and that 
granting public employees the 
right of collective bargaining 
is tantamount to giving them 
the right to strike which they 
contend is intolerable. The 
further contention is that giv- 
ing public employees collect- 
ive bargaining rights would 
vastly increase governmental 
costs. 

To this line of reasoning . 
supporters say the existing 
situation is somewhat chaot- 
ic, that there are work stop- 
pages over contract disputes 
now that are caused by the 
absence of an effective bar- 
gaining system and this 
places a needless imposition 
on the public. 

Obviously the outcome will 
rest with the legislature’s 
evaluation of what system 
best serves the public. That of 
course is: what the din and 
fury will be about in the 
weeks ahead.
